Besides the gigantic sum that is to 
( Ollie I rom this bill, the treasury de­ 
partment has announced that anoth­ 
er public loan of six billion dollars 
will be floated this year and that 
an equal amount is to be raised by 
other methods. 
Thus the revenue of 
the government in 11*19 will set a 
new record arid the estimated expen­ 
ses ar*1 so great that every dollar will 
be used. 
The United States is thinking and 
working in 
new terms of 
expendi­ 
tures. 
A few years ago a billion 
dollar congress was regarded as ex­ 
travagant and wasteful. 
Today it 
would be impossible to conduct the 
affairs 
of this nation 
on such an 
appropriation. 
But as the expenses 
of the federal government have in­ 
creased so have the expenses of the 
individual inc reased. 
The very fact 
that 
the 
government 
is 
spending 
more each year means that tire indi­ 
vidual must spend more for after all 
the public 
is the government. 
The 
people mu-t ultimately pay the ta x ­ 
es, whether they be indirect or direct 
taxes. 
The 
United 
States 
government, 
however, has 
always followed 
the 
plan of imposing the heaviest taxes 
on those who are hest able to pay 
them. 
The scale of income taxes, 
for instance, is such that individuals

tantamount to taxing ability as well 
as capital. 
For if a man is able to 
make a large income from a small 
capital he pays more than the one 
who makes a small profit from an 
equal investment. 
I i i - expected that the nation’s ex­ 
penses will decrease after the war 
bills are paid and we are again on 
a peace time basis. 
During this year

Machine Gun Company 164th Infan­ 
t r y has written the following letter 
to The Republican from St. ‘Roumain, 
France, under the date of December 
12: 
I suppose you have put my name 
on tin* shelf for not writing sooner, 
but I have been on the go most of 
the time since I landed on this side 
of the pond. 
But I enjoyed the trip 
every foot of it. 
I will tell you of the ways of the 
people over here. 
We have passed 
through some very pretty cities and 
the country is just Hike a big garden 
with hedge fences. 
The further they can get a horse 
from its load the better they like it. 
Most all the wagons are of the two 
wheel type and I have seen as many 
a s four horses, one ahead of the 
other, and the driver always walks. 
Ile never rides as every wagon has 
a brake on it and to a [‘ply the brake 
i- hk<1 (ranking a Ford ear. 
The 
driver is kept very busy keeping his 
hor-es n the road and applying the 
brake. 
They also have a few oxen 
or milk cows hitched up. 
Instead 
of a yoke, they pull the load with 
their head or horns. 
They have fine 
hor-o- and cattle, but very few* hogs. 
All the "took i" herded at this time 
of the year. 
I also had the pleasure 
of -eeing them 
do 
some threshing 
which i- quite a bit different than in 
the - a t e s . 
The threshing machine 
was a one horse power tread mill 
and on tin* other side was the m a­ 
chine that did the work. 
It took six 
men to run it. 
The hou-os and bam s are all to­ 
gether and are hundreds of years 
old and made of stone. 
Some built 
in recent y e a r s are of brick and are 
very pretty. 
The streets are very 
narrow and the sidewalks are about 
wide enough for one of our hobnailed 
-hoes. 
So it is nothing to walk down 
the middle of the street. 
Most all the people wear wooden 
s h o e - and it sure look tunny to see 
them 
hobbling around with 
them, 
they always leave them outside of 
the house. 
Four or five pairs would 
almost be ear load, especially for the 
ears over here, as they are very 
small. 
About ten ton is their capa­ 
city and they have the old link coup­ 
lings. 
M o s t of the brakemen carry 
long p o l e s around with them, a s they 
have no air brakes on the freight 
(‘ars, and never have a place or car 
for the train crew. 
They ride any 
place that they min hang on but they 
run fast. 
They move troops in box 
'ears. 
Forty men or eight horses, so 
you see how large the cars are. 
I saw a lots of captured prisoners 
the other day and for a cigarette you 
could get anything they had. 
They 
were va ry glad to he captured. 
Most 
of these people wear black and have 
not the happ> look the folks back 
home have. 
It is very hard to buy 
anything. 
Wine is the only thing you 
can buy. 
The French bread is of a 
darker color than ours but has a 
very good taste and is made round 
like an automobile tire. 
Everybody 
is allowed so much, but not any more. 
It is very hard to get sugar and you 
could not buy any candy on a bet but 
cigarettes are very much cheaper at 
the canteen than in the States, 
We 
are issued about two small packages 
of “making” a week, but the French 
people cannot, get, any tocaeeo at all. 
We are billeted in a very little 
town. 
Our quarters are a hay loft, 
and 
I sure did enjoy last night’s 
sleep. 
Only two or three mosquitos 
make a call on me and tried to tell 
me a few funny stories hut I cap­ 
tured them. 
The weather is warm, but raining 
and the ground is muddy. 
We are 
getting good feeds for army life, but 
w*ait until I get home. 
I’ll say some 
of my friends to fry a few chickens, 
a couple of dozen eggs, a few good 
pies and FII sit right down and eat 
half the day and sloop the other half 
of the day and not think I am getting 
more than my share.

was at Paris 
ve-terday and the people cheered him 
and the States, 
All schools were

must close as it is almost time for 
supper and T don’t want to miss out 
on that, hoping this finds you w*ell 
and in good health.

get many late papers so consequent­ 
ly the ignorance. 
Well how are you and the rest of 
the folks?

the 5th and (itll Marine- and part of 
the 89th Div. all fined up upon the 
hill and there where plenty of the 
Heinies flares going up. 
Well it got 
pretty light, in fact too light for 
comfort and trying to dodge Heinies’ 
Sea-Bags and Wizz-Bangs, and keep 
in the dark we were kept pretty busy. 
We found out pretty quick that we 
were on the front line. 
Well we 
wore on one side of the Mouse river 
and Heinie was on the other s o we 
had 
to cross th 
river 
and drive 
IIeinie hack a little. 
Well suffice to say we crossed on 
pontoon bridges the 2nd Div. engin­ 
eer- had built and did what we were 
expected to do. 
Nov. l i t h the fight­ 
ing ceased at l l o'clock. 
I ani mere­ 
ly telling you this to lead up to what 
I am going to say now*. 
We are going to have a sham bnt- 
tie here tomorrow* and it is going to 
he a reproduction of “Crossing the 
Meuse.”

His writings were in direct conflict 
with the C u sto m s and teachings of 
that day. 
His first poem was pub­ 
lished when he was just fifteen years 
old. 
His works were accepted from 
the very beginning and he was never 
troubled with the set-backs which 
are so common to literary people. In 
“ Cromwell” 
he set forth facts 
n- 
they really were. 
This was greatlv 
in flu en ced 
by 
a 
remark Cromwell 
once 
m a d e to an artist who 
was 
painting his picture “ Paint me as I 
really am. warts and all.” 
This wa- 
characteristic of all of Hugo’s writ­ 
ings. 
His 
next 
work 
wa- 
“ Marion 
Delorme." and 
in 183(1 
“ Hernani.” 
These were immediately accepted bv 
the people although contrary to con­ 


d i t i o n s at that time. 
The perform ­ 
ance of “ Hernani” marked his suc­ 
cess m the literary world. 
The conditions entering into bis 
life and the history of France at that 
time were shown plainly in his works. 
While in exile at Guernsey Island 
Hugo 
wrote three of bis 
greatest 
books. 
The flis-t. “ Le- Miserabilia,” 
which is regarded by many people as 
his best work, was published simul­ 
taneously in ten different languages 
when tir.-t issued and was an im­ 
mediate success. 
The others were 
“Toiler- of the Sea' and “ The Man 
Who Laughs.” 
M r s . Brown briefly 
outlined 
the-e and explained 
how 
different conditions entering into bi­ 
ble while in exile influenced these. 
S ;ie then dwelt on the regard of 
the f rench peorde for him. 
He was 
regarded bv them as a sort of an 
uncrowned king until his death, at 
which time he was shown great hou- 
• r-. 
The people of Franep pay small 
attention 
to hi- novels but 
regard 
him a- the greatest of the great of 
poets. 
The reason for this she ex­ 
plained, 
was 
that 
in 
translation 
poetry lost it- original beauty of ex­ 
pression and was not appreciated bv 
people of 
other languages. 
Hugo 
-tands out as the greatest lyric poet 
of France of the nineteenth century. 
Slip compared bim to a Pied Piper 
going 
through 
literature 
drawing 
people after him. 
Mrs. Brown also emphasized hi- 
love for children which is expressed 
in all of his many writings. 
The 
key to all of his poetry is found in 
the 
poem 
“ Mv 
Three 
Teachers.” 
These three are “An Old Garden,” 
“ An Old Priest,” and “ My Mother.” 
These were great factors in hi swork. 
All of his writings are absolutely de­ 
void of any humor. 
His desire was 
to teach moral lessons as well as to 
merely portray. 
Jean Val Jean in 
“ Le- Miserables” is regarded as one 
of the greatest characters in all lit­ 
erature. 
She 
closed her address 
with a general summary of his work. 
Mrs. 
Brown 
is 
an 
interesting 
speaker and the address was listened 
to attentively by a large and appre­ 
ciative audience. 
The club is at 
present 
studying French 
literature 
and th u lecture was in direct line 
with its work. 
This was the third 
of a s e rie s of add ret-cs to he given 
bv Mrs. Brown.

(2) 
Blessed the Lord (v. IO). 
(3) Con- 
fessed the supremacy of the Lord (v. 
11). 
(4) offered sacrifices to God (v. 
12). 
III. Jethro's Counsel (18:13*26). 
I. The occasion thereof (vv. 13-18). 
The day after Jethro came to Moses 
he observed how completely Moses 
time was taken in judging Israel. 
W hen 1 e sa w the greatness of the task 
he inquired as to why he was doing 
tile work all alone. 
Jethro was a 
shrewd man—he saw that a wise ad­ 
ministration of a ffairs would make a 
division of labor. 
Moses explained to 
him that Ids task was not merely a 
m atter of judging, hut of teaching the 
statutes and law's of God to the peo­ 


ple. Jethro recognized Moses’ motive, 
hut insisted tHat the method was not 
ti good one, as it would result in the 
wasting away cd his strength. 
Many 
times one wastes his strength in doing 
that which others could do so that he 
is unable to do the more Important 
things. 
2. Jethro’s plan (vv. 19-23). 
(I) 
Moses to he unto the people Godward 
—to bring their causes unto God and 
teach them the ordinances and laws, to 
show them tile way wherein they must 
walk, and the work which they must 
do. 
(2) Suitable men should lie pro­ 
vided as rulers over thousands, hun­ 
dreds. fifties and tens (v. 21). 
All 
great matters should lie disposed of by 
Moses 
and 
all 
subsidiary 
matters 
should he adjusted by these judges. 
3. Qualifications of these subordinate 
judges (v. 21). 
(I) “Able men,” that 
is, men of strength. They must he men 
of such intellectual power as would 
enable them to understand the prob­ 
lems presented, and of such will power 
as to execute the judgments rendered. 
A strong man is one who knows his 
own mind and is faithful to it. (2) 
“Such as fear God.” This is the basis 
of true strength. 
Only those are fit 
to judge and rule men who recognize 
the rule of God over their lives. The 
true statesman is the man who gives 
God the rightful place in his life. The 
one who really trusts anil fears God 
can he trusted to administrate tile af­ 
fairs of men. (3) “Men of truth.” The 
one who really trusts and fears God 
must himself be a lover of the truth. 
He must he willing to follow after the 
truth at any cost. 
His nature must 
lie open to the truth. (4) “Hating cov­ 
etousness.” lie must he a hater of un­ 
just gain. 
The man who is to be a 
ruler of the people must be free from 
the suspicion of following His profes­ 
sion because of personal gain. 
The 
one set to do such work should be able 
to show clean hands. 
IV. Moses A cced es to Jethro’s Coun­ 
sel (13:24-26). 
This common sense advice met a re­ 
sponse in Moses’ heart. 
He recog­ 
nized that God was speaking through 
Jethro. 
After all, Hie knowledge and 
fear of God was wider than the 
chosen people. 
According to Deuter­ 
onom y I :9-lS the peop le selected the 
judges anti Moses appointed them.
